In the soil of the garden is the food 


supply on which the plants depend for 
their livelihood and development. The 
home gardener who hopes to grow 
vegetables like 
those illustrated in 


seed catalogs must first make his soil 
physically fit so it will help the veg- 
etable- plants attain sturdy growth. 


If you have choice of a garden site, 


select a plot of ground which slopes 
slightly toward the south and is well 
drained. A sandy loam soil is de- 
sirable, as the plant roots can pene- 
trate it deeply. This type of soil also 
warms up early in the spring. 


If the garden soil is a heavy clay, 


apply screened coal ashes, manure, 
ind lime to mukc it more porous. 
Heavy soils are better adapted to 
p-owing such late crops as tomatoes, 
Teppera, eggplants, beans, and sugar 
:orn than for growing be<*s, car- 
•ots, onions, and other root crops. 


After the location of the garden is 


iecidt'd, have it plowed or dug by 
land. If the ground is in u wild state 
>r in sod, the digging should be done 
in early spring, so the sod will be par- 
tially decomposed 
be-fore 
planting 


time soil which was used last year 
and has been lying bare during the 
winter season need not be plowed or 
spaded so early in the season. 


For best results in the 
garden, 


broadcast a few inches of manure or 
leaf mold over the surface. In humid 
areas, ground limestone applied at the 
rate of one 50-pound bag to a 50x100 
foot gardtn, should be spread over the 
soil and the manure 
and lime dug 


under to a depth of at least six inches. 


If the ground is very acid, another 


application of lime may be applied and 
raked into the surface soil. 


Where it can be obtained conven- 


iently, a commercially mixed ferti- 
lizer is recommended for the vegetable 
garden. A good preparation may con- 
tain from 4 to 5 per cent nitrogen, 
from 8 to 12 percent phosphoric acid, 
and from 4 to 7 per cent potash. This 
is usually referred to as a 4-8-4, 5-8-7 
or 4-12-4 mixture. 


Apply the fertilizer to the soil at the 


rate of one pound to every 25 square 
feet of ground surface, thoroughly 
mixing it with the soil, at least a week 
before planting either the seeds or 
plants. If you cannot apply the fer- j 
tilizcr in advance, apply it as a side-1 
dressing along the side of each plant n j 
day or two after the plants have been I 
set into the field or the seed sown. It; 
may be advisable in many cases, to 
apply more nitrogen fertilizer dur- 
ing the growing season to keep the 
plants growing so they will mature 
properly. 


From a commercial viewpoint nitrate 


of soda, sulphate 
of ammonia, and j 


other chemicals may be used sep-l 
arately as a side-dressing, and applied 
near the plant, so that the roots may 
be benefited. Other materials, such i 
as fish sera)), tankage, poultry manure 
tncl sheep manure, also supply this 
extra nitrogen. 


A gardener must always keep in 


mind that the amount of moisture in 
the soil is directly responsible for the 
dissolving of pant nutrients which are 
to necessary for plant growth. Organic 
material will help maintain a constant 
supply of moisture. If a dry spell oc- 
curs, water should be supplied.
